e<wi are destroyed, and great loss pre- 
vented. It also aids in keeping the tarm 
free from weeds, by tin-owing up roots 
of the perennials, when the frosts of 
winter will destroy their vitality; by 
rovering the seeds of the annu-ils it 
causes them to germinate in tko tan 
aud they are also killed.

under will always suffer less m a season 
of drought than one where there is 
little done except to mow oil the scanty 


U\^ewed from a chemical standpoiut 
the disintegration which results from 
fall plowing is very marked. The land 
when broken up by the plow holds a 
.n-eat nmount of water, and when re- 
peatedly frozen and thawed while in 
that condition, pulverization is rendered 
much more complete than it otherwise 
would be. All the ram that falls which 
is charged with ammonia and other ler- 
lilizinorW>es is filtered down through 
fine particles of the loosened soil, and as 
a result the mammal properties in the 
water are readily assimilated and re- 
tained as plant food. Heavy soils should 
be so plowed as to be left somewhat 
rough so that the largest possiule sur 
faceNvill be exposed to the edects o 
frost and heat of the sun's rays.

dcmned by those who insisted on re 
breaking 'the land in the spnna. bu 
nn-tr by those who follow the plan 
cultivating across the dead furrows t 
Jill them up. and mellowing the snr ac 
inch by inch until the desired depth ' 
attained.
